Francisco. 

Weagreewitli Kahn that Hayes’ 
insurgency may have weight among 
Mississippi valley members in aid¬ 
ing Sun Francisco’s contest for the 
exposition, but it does not follow 
that Kahn should be beaten be¬ 
cause he is a stand patter. There 
will be many stand-pat congress¬

Chimay, has brought divorce pro- j 
ceedings in Paris against her hus- 
band, Peppino Ricciardi. The Court 
made the customary efforts to. effect 
a reconciliation, but without suc¬ 
cess. 

The Princess de Chimay is the 
daughter of E. R. Ward, King of the 
Lakes and the richest man in Michi 
gan. He died when she was but 2 
years of age, leaving her a fortune

of $4,000,000. Having a headstrong 
disposition, she suddenly left the con¬ 
vent at the -age of 17 years, and was ! 
married to the Belgian Prince de 
Chimay. 

She created a far-reaching sensa¬ 
tion in Europe by her innumerable 
flirtations, and in a measure she was 
the cause of the death of the 
profligate Prince B-aldwin, heir to the 
Belgian throne. She created an in¬ 
ternational scandal by her flirtations 
with King Leopold I. 

Later in a Paris cafe she met the 
Hungarian gypsy fiddler, Rigo, with 
whom she became so infatuated that 
they eloped, taking refuge in the tiny 
hovel of Rigo’s father in Hungary. 
She lived with Rigo for fear years, 
when suddenly she became infatuated 
with Pinpino Ricciardi, an illiterate 
youth working as a baggage man in 
a Naples station, and they were mar¬ 
ried in 1904. She is 39 years of age.

The latest move of 
the Santa Fe to get 
a portion of the 
large fruit ship¬ 
ments in Northern San Joaquin and 
Sacramento counties is causing the 
Southern Pacific and Western Pacific 
much concern. The near completion 
of the Central California Traction 
Company’s interurban line between 
Stockton and Sacramento, together 
with the fact that a spur track is 
being petitioned for across the Fair 
Oaks addition, east of Stockton, to 


connect the electric line with the 
Santa Fe, is taken as a move to cut 
into the business of the other roads 
in the great fruit belt. 


Protesting against what they de¬ 
clare to be discrimination in the dis¬ 
posal of water rights in connection 
with the large irrigation schemes in 
progress at Williams, Cal., a score or 
more prominent farmers and land-own 
ers held a secret session, at which j 
plans were discussed to fight the Pitts- I 
burg syndicate and compel that com¬ 
pany to give water from its canals at 
reasonable cost. In calling the meet i 
ing it was stated that the company 
from Pittsburg is endeavoring to com 
pel the farmers in Colusa County to 
pay $1 for water which was purchased 
at 35 cents. It is also charged that the 
big colonization company is endeavor- i 
ing to beat down the farmers who re¬ 
fused to sell land by refusing to sup¬ 
ply them with water. 

William B. Bradbury’s plan for an 
endowment fund for paroled prisoners j 
was submitted to the Board of Prison 
Directors recently by Warden John E. 
Hoyle, but on account of the absence 
of two of the directors, no definite ac¬ 
tion was taken. Bradbury called upon 
the Warden and submitted to him a 
lengthy document, setting forth 
minutely the workings of his scheme, j 
Bradbury, in compiling his figures, 
makes allowance for loss of money 
through the escape of one paroled pris¬ 
oner out of ten, and estimates the per¬ 
centage to be earned on the loans to 
beneficiaries on this scale. 

Under the auspices of the Good 
Roads League of Contra Costa county, j 
meetings for the purpose of demon- j 


strating to the farmers tnrougnout the I 
county the benefits that will be ac¬ 
crued with the passing of the $1,000,- 
000 bond issue for the betterment of 
highways, have been held in Antioch, | 
Martinez, Breptwood, Oakley and 
Byron. The meetings served their 
purpose well, for most of those pres-1 
ent went away enthusiastic over the 
project. 

The Balaklala Copper Company’s 
smelter at Coram, Cal., will not be 
closed for the present at least. McCoy 
Fitzgerald, president of the Farmers’ j 
Association, did not present the no¬ 
tices that were prepared at the meet¬ 
ing in Anderson. Instead he called 
another meeting of the association, 
and it now appears that the farmers 
will recede from their position and 
allow the smelter to run on until Oc¬ 
tober, when the smoke consumer will 
be completed. 

CH/fRLTON MAY DE SENT TO ITALY 


Charlton’s Insanity is the Only Chance 
to Prevent Extradition. 

Counsel for Porter Charlton, who 
killed his wife at Lake Como, Italy, j 
and is awaiting the result of extra- i 
dition proceedings started by the Ital¬ 
ian Government, have been informed 
that their only chance to prevent im¬ 
mediate extradition of Charlton is to 
prove that he is insane. 

For a time Charlton’s friends be- j 
lieved that there would be a legal 
deadlock, due to the practice of Italy 
in trying her own citizens at home for i 
crimes committed anywhere on earth 
and refusing to deliver them up to 
other nations for trial. 

The appeal of Captain Scott, Mrs. ' 
Charlton’s brother, for justice brought 
about a showing of public opinion 
which reversed the tone of the State 
Department’s intended policy. Several 
prominent officers of high rank in the 
Army made representations to Wash¬ 
ington that a technical dispute regard¬ 
ing international forms of procedure 
ought not to prevent Charlton’s pun¬ 
ishment for murder if he were guilty 
and sane. 

The hearing on the extradition pro- j 
ceedings will be held in Jersey City 
on August 11th. An adjournment will 
probably be asked for, and the hear¬ 
ing will practically resolve itself into 
a lunacy proceeding. 


CHINA INSISTS ON 
PORTSMOUTH TERMS 

Reminds Russia and Japan of 
Their Obligations 

China’s reply to the announcement 
of the recently concluded Russo-Jap¬ 
anese convention has been delivered 
at the Legations of these two coun¬ 
tries. As had been expected, the Pe¬ 
king Government does not fail to point 
out its satisfaction at the expressed j 
purpose on the part of Russia and 
Japan to adhere to the terms of the 1 
Portsmouth treaty, and over the mu¬ 
tual pledge of the maintenance in 
Manchuria of the status quo and the 
principle of the open door for com¬ 
mercial development. 

In this connection China lays special 
emphasis upon Article III of the Ports¬ 
mouth treaty, which reads as follows: 

“Japan and Russia Mutually engage: 
(1) To evacuate completely and simul-; 
taneously Manchuria, except the terri-j 
tory affected by the lease of the Liao 
Tung Peninsula in conformity with the 
provisions of additional article 1 an- j 
nexed to this treaty; and (2) to re¬ 
store entirely and completely to the I 
exclusive administrations of China all | 
portions of Manchuria now in the oc-j 
cupation or under the control of Jap¬ 
anese 'or Russian troops, with the ex- j 
ception of the territory above mention-1 
ed. The Government of Russia de- j 
dares that is has not in Manchuria any 
territorial advantages or preferential 
or exclusive concessions in impair 
ment of Chinese sovereignty or incon¬ 
sistent with the principle of equal op¬ 
portunity.” 

After noting that the Russo-Japan -1 
ese convention engages to maintain 
Manchuria, including its ultimate re¬ 
trocession to China, the reply states i 
that China will act in accordance with 
the Portsmouth treaty and the agree¬ 
ment with Japan of 1905, which con¬ 
firms the transfer and assignment 
made in the Russo-Japanese treaty 
and regulating the commercial and 
railway interests in Manchuria. 


Father of Dead Aviator Dies. 

The father of Oscar Erbsloeh, who I 
was killed on July 13th in Prussia, j 
when the benzine tank of the dirigible 
balloon Erbsloeh exploded, died from 
apoplexy at his son's funeral. The 
apoplectic stroke was brought on by 
the shock following the aeronaut’s 
tragic death.

French Police Close on Trail of 

Fugitive Dentist

The police at Vernet-les-Bains, the ' 
little French watering place at the foot 1 
of the Pvrennees mountains, are posi-1 
tive that Dr. Hawley H. Crippen, wide- 
ly sought by the London police, has 
been in their city and a vigorous 
search is being made for the fugitive. 
The procureur at Vernets-les-Bains 
telegraphed to the director of the 
Surte General at Paris confirming the 
identity of the man who arrived there 
under the name of Tarbout as Dr. 
Crippen. The procureur added that he j 
believed Crippen had crossed the 
French frontier into Spain. 

The French detective department in I 
Paris is inclined to accept the procur-■ 
eur’s view as to the identity of Crip- 
pen, but is in doubt whether he crossed j 
the Spanish frontier at Vernets-les- 
Bains, as all the positive information 
in the possession of the police indi¬ 
cates that he left the train before it 
reached Mount Louis, to which point 
he is said to have taken passage en 
route to Spain. 

Headed For Andorra. 

The suspect, according to the belief 
of the authorities, instead of making 
for Spain, is headed for Andorra, the 
little and almost forgotten republic 
of 8000 shepherd inhabitants nestling 
in the foothills of the Pyrennees. Once 
in this country, it is said, extradition 
would be difficult, if not impossible. 
Andorra, which is under the normal 
suzerainty of the President of France 
and the Bishop of Urgel, has some¬ 
times served as a refuge for persons 
who have committed crimes. 

May Be Crippen’s Companion. 

A young woman who committed sui¬ 
cide at a hotel at Bourges, France, on 
July 13th is now belived to have been 
Ethel Claire Leneve, the companion 
of Dr. Crippen. There are striking 
points of resemblance. The woman 
was a foreigner and gave the name of 
Jeanne Maze. Much mystery has sur¬ 
rounded the suicide. Though posing 
as a French woman, it was recognized 
that the guest Who arrived at the hotel 
shortly before she killed herself was 
not of French birth. 


TRAIN ROBBERS ARRESTED 


Morse Thieves Identified as Benicia 
Bandits." 

Betrayed by the number of their re¬ 
volvers as the two desperate train rob¬ 
bers who held up and robbed the 
Southern Pacific east-bound China and 
Japan fast mail train No. 10 near 
Goodyear's early on the morning of 
April 17th last, two men giving the 
names of James C. Brown and Charles 
Dunbar, captured as horse thieves by 
Constable Mike Judge of the Ameri¬ 
can river township last Saturday night, 
are now behind the bars in the county 
jail at Sacramento. They will be taken 
to Benicia by Sheriff McDonald of So¬ 
lano county. 

Not only do the numbers of the three 
revolvers taken from Judge’s captives 
tally with the numbers of the three 
guns stolen from a Riverside store 
shortly before the train robbery, from 
which the shotgun left by the robber 
under a bridge near the scene of the 
hold-up was also found to have been 
taken, but the prisoners answer in de¬ 
tail to the description given by the 
train crew after the crime. The 
smaller of the men, Charles Dunbar, 
aside from answering the description 
of the train crew, as to outer appear¬ 
ance, has a gold tooth in the left side 
of his mouth, as did the smaller hold¬ 
up man. 

Brown Confesses. 

James C. Brown has made a full ( 
confession of his share and implicates 
his companion in the train robbery last j 
April near Benicia. He has broken 
down entirely and weeps over his con¬ 
dition. 

Dunbar Also Confesses. 

Weakened by the complete confes-! 
sion of James C. Brown, feeling the 
utter hopelessness of any defense or 
denial, and ‘ determining it was the 
only way to secure any clemency or j 
favors, Carl Dunbar Bishop, alias 
Charles Dunbar, has broken his silence 
by making a detailed aonfession to the 
hold up of the China and Japan fast ' 
mail on the night of April 16th and 
of other robberies. It was due to the 
efforts of Sheriff J. J. McDonald of So¬ 
lano county that the confession was 
brought out at the Fairfield Jail. 

A telegram giving details of the rob- ! 
bery on June 15th of the Postoffice at ! 
Armada, on a stage line twelve miles i 


from Riverside, ana stating tnat a j 
party had called for mail under the i 
name of Carl B. Dunbar during the I 
time, brought about Bishop's complete 
confession. Calmly, after Sheriff Mc¬ 
Donald had read the telegram. Dunbar 
said: "Well, I might as well tell all 
about it,” and commenced the recital 
of his actions since last February. His 
story corroborated in full that of 
Brown up to the time of their escape 
after the robbery.

A large corps of surveyors under J. i 
T. Lentell has taken the field to make 
permanent surveys for the Humboldt 
and Eastern Railroad, which will con¬ 
nect Eureka with Red Bluff or Red¬ 
ding. This work was ordered imme¬ 
diately after the receipt of the news 
from Washington that the Secretary 
of Agriculture had consented to sell 
one billion feet of timber in the Trin¬ 
ity National forest at $1.50 a thou¬ 
sand.

The unknown man 
who was killed on

has been identified 
as Herbert Pierce of Easton, San Ma¬ 
teo County. Charles G. Pierce of 
Berkeley, the dead man's uncle, ar¬ 
rived at Martinez and identified the 
remains. Pierce was 36 years of age, 
and had been living for some time in 
Easton with his mother and two sis 
ters. 

Forgiving her husband for having 
broken an umbrella over her back and 
then threatening to kill her, Mrs. Oli¬ 
ver C. Spurgeon went to his rescue 
when he was placed in jail on a 
charge of forgery, and, at great sac¬ 
rifice to herself, secured the neces¬ 
sary bail for his release pending trial. 
Spurgeon rewarded her by leaving 
the country, and she has heard noth¬ 
ing more of him. She secured a final 
decree of divorce. Spurgeon was a 
coffee merchant of Oakland. 

Seven persons were injured, one 
probably fatally, when an automobile 
driven by W. A. Briggs and carrying 
a party of his friends, ran into an¬ 
other machine driven by Henry May- 
amoto, a chauffeur, at Seattle. Briggs, 
who is superintendent of a large of¬ 
fice building, sustained a fractured 
skull and is not expected to survive. 

Louis McNeill, aged 20 years, died 
Saturday on board the north bound 
Oregon express train a few minutes 
before it reached Redding. He was 
going from Ely, Nev., to Seattle, ac¬ 
companied by his aunt, Mrs. McNeill. 
The body was taken from the train.

To Discuss Imperial Valley. 

J. A. Ockerson, a' member of the 
Mississippi River Commission, who 
was appointed by the President to in¬ 
vestigate the situation in the Imperial 
valley, California, where the Colorado 
river broke over its banks, has been 
requested by Acting Secretary of the 
Interior Pierce to come to Wash¬ 
ington from St. Louis for a conference. 
Congress placed $1,000,000 at the dis¬ 
posal of the President for work on 
the river in Mexico to protect the val¬ 
ley, and plans to meet the situation 
will be developed as soon as Mr. Ock¬ 
erson reaches Washington. W. H.
